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DETAILED ACTION 



The examiner noticed that the previous election of species requirement erred in 
indicating that claim number 1 was generic to all the species listed in the election 
requirement. The examiner also noticed, after reviewing the claims, that only claims 
1-3, 16, 20-22, 24, 25, 27, 31, 32, 34, and 35 read on figures 1-2c. Accordingly, in order 
to correct the previous election of species requirement, and to indicate the 
corresponding claims to figures 1-2c, the following new election of species requirement 
is respectfully submitted. 



This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention:
